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REVENUE CUTTER SERVIC 
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SOLONS AND SALARIES 


How it Came to be Placed Under the | Some European States Pay Their Law- 


Treasury Department 
The Uniied States revenue cutter 
service is a military arm of the gov- 


rection of the treasury department. 
The service was organized in 1790 and 
constituted the original naval force of 
the country, There was at that time 
no navy dejartment, and the service 
was placed under the treasury depart- 
ment, where it has remained ever 
since, 

It is claimed with ‘the enforcement 
of the navigation and customs laws of| 
the United States, the assistance of 
vessels in d'stress, the prdtection of 
the sealing nduatry in Alas the en- 
forcement o* the quarantine laws, the 
destruction of derelicts and other 
floating dangers tc navigation and 
numerous other duties appropriate to 
its class of vessels. Each winter, by 
direction of tne president, a number 
of the cutters patro. the coast for the 
special purp:se of assisting vessels in 
distress. 

The service co-operates with the 
navy when directed by the president 
and has so co-operated in every war in 
which the United States has been en- 
gaged. @t is sometimes called the reve- 
nue marine service, but revenue cutter 
service is the proper name. There are 
forty-three citters in the service, and 
pon carry from one to five or six guns 
each,

lions of dust particles that float sepa- 
rately invisiblo in the atmosphere 
there could be no raindrops, snow 
crystals or lai'stones, .From a per- 
fectly dustless atmosphere the mois- 
ture would descend in ceaseless rain 
without drops. The dust. particles 
serve ac nuc'ei about which the vapor 
gathers. The snow crystals is the 
most beautiful creation of the aerial 
moisture, and the hailstone is the 
most extrayrdinary. The neart of 
every hailstone is a tiry atom of dust 
Such an atom, with a little moisture 
condensed about it, is the germ from 
which may grow a hailstone capabl> 
of felling a man or smashing a win- 
dow. But first it must be cavght up 
ty a current of aiy and carried to the 
level of the ‘ofty cirrus clouds, five or 
six or even ten miles high, Then, con 
tinually growing by fresh accession of 
moisture, it begins :ts first plunge to 
the earth, spinning t»rough the clouds 
and flashing in the sun like a diamond 
bolt shot from a rairbow.

Report of the department of trade and 
commerce is being issued covering an 
interesting and valuable report upon 
the poseibility of Canadian trade with 
China and Ja and prefaced by an 
introduction % Hon. Sir George E. 
Foster, K.C.M.G., M.P., minister of 
trade and commerce, expresséd in the 
concise and vigorous Wnglish which 
characterizes the work of that gentie- 
man, It deals with + subject of grow- 
ing interest to all Canadians and a 
copy should lie on the desk cf every 
merchant and producer-in Canada and 
should reach the hands of all who de- 
sire a concive and picturesque state- 
ment of the coring trade of China 
and Japan and of the future and per- 
haps decisivo importance of these 
countries more particularly as regards 
the western portion of Canada, Sir

“Upwards of 600,000,000 people in- 
habit China and Japan in a stretch of 
island and continent facing our wast- 
ern front docr. Between lies a facile 
ocean now beginning to quiver _ be- 
neath the swift keels of rapidly in- 
creasing mercantile jeets. * * On 
all grounds of enlightened husiness 
policy Canaca and Canadians cannot 
effords to nexlect the great ard prom- 
ising field wiich lies so advantageous 
ly opposite sur western gateways end 
which the Panama canal has brought 
so much nearer our eastern ports.’ 

The report is written by Mr. R. 
Grigg, commissioner of commerce, and 
is preceded by a letier of transmission 
giving an ovtline of its contents de- 
scribing his journey, and concluding 
with reflecticns of the character and 
weight to wich we have become ac- 
customed by his previdus work. The 
first chapter deals with the possible ef- 
fect of the Panar. canal and provides 
remarkajle figures with regard to the 
development of tra“ ic across the isth- 
mus by the Parama and Tehuantepec 
railways. A table follows showing 
Canadian exports to China and with 
comments up.ai the character and 
volume of such exports. While the >» 
port recogn'zes the probable develop- 
ment of trade i a multitude of art- 
icles which tollow the establishment 
of a trade reute, and increase of com- 
munication, it is shown that the more 
immediate interest to Canada is found, 
in theexport of lovr and lumber~to 
the Orient. ‘Ths chapter déaling with 
the first of these products indicates 
the present oroductior of flour in ihe 
western provinces; a table is given 
showing the eryports cf flour from tne 
United States to fhe Orient for the 
past twenty une years and instructive 
comments are ma ic upon the principal 
figures. An interesting paragraph 
deals with ‘he movement novthward 
ot the flour export upon the Pacific 
coast and the reasons which account 
foi that msvement. A full argument 
is produced persed upon the productioa 
of wheat an? flour in competing coun- 
tries, more particularly Manchuria 
and remark. ble information, is afford. 
ed regarding the productivity of a soil 
subject to ‘rrigatioa and urlimitet 
labor under a vt sun, Th? results 
are truly extraordinary and will be a 
revelation to mtny readers. Import- 
ant reference is made to the export 
of lumber fiom Pritish Columbia and 
the final chept rs deal with valuable 
work being done hy the consuls of all 
nations and also @ reference to the 
question of Chinese students and -he 
native press. .t addition to iis ecor- 
omic value the r_port provides inter- 
esting reading and amply justifies the 
commendation of Sir George Foster. 
The report upon J .pan, which is print- 
ed in the :ame ooklet and follows 
that upon China, is equally intcresting 
although different conditions have re- 
sulted in totally different reports. No- 
thing is more remarkable than’ the 
contrast between the two countries. 
Whereas few figures are available 
with regard to Chins a contrary condi- 
tion prevails in Japan and interpreta- 
tion of the economc condition of the 
country is large’ expressed by tables 
of figures bvt the ful: and interesting 
comment upcn them removes che work 
from the “dry as dust” character 
which so commonly marks sgh pap- 
ers. Canad.ans may sometimes forget 
that the phenomena due to te won- 
derful deve upmert of their own coun- 
try does not exhavst the important 
problems in cvurse of soluticn else- 
where and it is highly desiralle that 
development likely to provide a sub- 
ject of engross'ng future interest to 
Canada shovld be presented in briof 
and graphic terms and handled in the 
masterly fa_rion found in this report. 
It is not given to any man to do more 
than suggest a possible outcome of the 
factors in operation, and Canada has 
some experience of the foreigner who) 
spends three weeks in a country and 
writes a boox. In China this is describ- 
ed as “seeing China through a port- 
hole,” but a characteristic of the re- 
port under review is the moderation of 
its expressiuns and the deference 
shown to the eaperience of competent 
authorities, It is impossible in a short 
article to do more than suggest the ex- 
cellence of the work and advise that 
application should be made to the de- 
partment of trade and commerce for 
a copy which will be provided without 
charge.

This 
is held on the back of a man who 
eads a tadp<le, symbol of a thousand 
years. The tadpole is carved from 
some black stone not yet identified, 
at the sides are birds holding up ser- 
pents of gold, anc there are a dozen 
other bits of allegory. Yet it is a_clean, 
flat jewel only a f inches across. 
On its unde* surface is a replica of 
the top engraved in a way that would 
make a modern Sheffield or Birming- 
ham engraver envious, This is only 
one part of the great find. From other 
parts of the neighbortood the school 
has brought huge flare lamps and 
wonderful jars and alabaster boxes. 


Fox Farming In Alberta 

Fred M. .e, president of the Pion- 
eer Silver-Black Fox company, owne:

“However, the business here is yet 
in its infancy, and with a better un- 
derstanding between the trapper and 
the companies, and with sane regula- 
tions in connection with the securing 
of foxes, things will right themselves, 
and there can be no doubt that the 
business will make as much money for 
Alberta as it has for the little province 
down by the sea.” 


Tobacco a Drug 

An interesting case of splitting haira 
has arisen ia Irelan! in the adminis- 
tration of the National Insurance act 
as to whether tobacco is a drug, a 
necessity or a luxury, all three views 
being taker ny different authorities. 
It appears that the superintending 
medical officer of the Dublin district 
recommended tha’ a consumptive pai- 
ient coming under the provisions of 
the act be ;aven tob-cco for smoking 
to comfort him ' his last days, offer- 
ing to pay fer t‘e weed himself, but 
the insurance committee decided that 
the? tobacco was necessary to the pat- 
ient’s treatment, ane sent in the d‘ll 
to the insurance commissioners. Two 
weeks later the local, author‘ties re- 
ceived a length: cemmunicati‘on, de- 
manding an explanation of their ac- 
tion in shargirg the government with 
a shilling’s worth of tobacco. Their 
reply was tha. tobacco was recognize. 
as a drug in the British codex, under 
the title nicotiana tobacum, and thar 
it had been prescribed by a registere1 
practitioner. fhereuron the commis- 
sioners consulte. learned K.{ ’s ‘and 
they are stil wrest!ing with the sub- 
ject. Meanwhile the patient is dea‘. 
the tobacco has been smoked, and the 
expense of the disputation has already 
reached a hundred times the cost of 
the original tin of shag. 


BIG "NCREASE 


Value of Quebec’s Mineral Products 
Up by Nearly $2,000,060 

The report of the superintendent of 
mines of ‘he province of Quetec for 
the year 191° has just been made pub- 
lic, and records that ‘the value of thea 
mineral products for the pac. year 
reached the sur 2f $13,119,811, whicn 
shows an increase of almost two mil- 
lion dollars over the preceding year. 
The above “gires will be noted with 
satisfacticn thoughout the province, 
as the deprevssior in finances for the 
past eight wo1ths seem to have hai 
ne effect on the mineral market. 

As in pas‘ years, the production of 
asbestos heads the list. Of this valu. 
able minera! alone the exports amount 
to $3,830,504. The province of Quebee 
furnishes 80 per cent, of the universal 
consumption of this substance 

According to the records of acci- 
dents which occurred at the various 
mining plants during the “year 1913, 
there were 16 which proved fatal, giv- 
ing a proportion og 1.86 per 1,000

Tha 
products of the West Indies, that now 
reach the preference market of Can- 
ada and that could make the voyage 
to British Columbia without deteriora- 
tion are sugar aud molasses, cocoa 
nuts and copra, coffee, molascuit and 
green heart timber.

A farmer near Saskatoon is said to 
have s2eded down 2,000 acres of al- 
falfa, stating hat he calculates one 
acre of alfa'ta is worth thirty acres of 
wheat to the farmer. This man has 
at present .0,000 sheep, 200 horses. 
and 1,000 eccws, and has 3,000 acres in 
corn, 

The fallacy that Saskatchewan is 
purely a wh. at-raising country is fast 
fading away in the strong light of act- 
ual achievorent in. every branch of 
field and animal husbandry. 

It is cheering to note also that tha 
ovince of Aiberta last year pro- 
duced approximately $15,000,000 worth 
of eggs, poultry and milk, and from 
this milk dairy products to the value 
of practically $6,000,000 were pro- 
duced, which is but another evidence 
thet the wex:ern rovinces are getting 
on a much surer footing than before.

The 
problem of te preservation of the vit- 
ality of the race is admitted by a@ 
conservationist today to be the first 
of all conse’vation problems, and the 
value of parks, piaygrounds and re 
creation in this respect is each yoar 
being given a lerger place. 

The educutiona) end patriotic im 
fluerce of the parks is also toucheé 
upon as wei’ asthe work which the 
Dominion pak? »ranch is doing in the 
preservation of naiiv: wild life in com 
nection wit the buffalo, elk, antelopa, 
etc., as well as bird life. There is alsp 
pointed ou’ the neeé for the creation 
of historic yarks a’ a means of pre 
servation fo our historic sites, mang 
of which we ar. ailowing to disag 
pear. 

A new lire of development whirdée 
|is worthy of cons‘deration is suggeut- 
ed, viz.: the provision of national 
parks near our congested centres of 
population All modern town planning 
makes provision for parks and piay 
grounds witsin the city itself, bug 
while these ere useful and necessary 
they provide a means of recreation ia 
a few hours at most. The nations 
| Parks would reserve large areas where 
| people would be free to go for as long 
as they desired. Such parks would ba 
in reality, “people's estates” eng 
would afford tc the ordinary citizep 
many of the advantages which the 
man of weaith possesses in his coum 
try estate. In the words of the book 
let they would be “places where tie 
poor could get a summer cottage mr 
camp site fo a nom-nal rental. whi 
boys and men cculd camp and fish apg 
study nature, where the sick and dd 
cate could tnd Lew stores of bealth 
in the great out-of-doors, by right ef 
citizenship, without leave or hing 
rance of anvone.”
